BORN OF A SPIRIT 


Readers will notice a change in the form of this year's 
Annual Report. The Central Executive has suggested that 
the Report itself should be a more concise, factual statement 
without much in the way of general comment, and that this 
should be prefaced by a general survey by the Administrator. 


Lae DECEMBER Toc H had a birthday and entered the 
forties. What shall we make of our forties? How shall our 
future Toc H historians describe them? The “Roaring 
Forties” ? Memories of schooldays will recall that after the 
Doldrums the assault of the Roaring Forties came to mariners 
as an exhilarating challenge, an end to the aimless, demoralis- 
ing drifting. It called afresh for fine seamanship, hard 
discipline, good piloting and a constant reliance on the 
compass. 

First let our thought be of thankfulness to God Who has 
brought us so far on our voyage, through war and peace, 
sometimes through fair weather, frequently through fog, and 
always, as our Treasurers have reminded us, just clear of the 
rocks ! 

It must be plain to all of us that national and world con- 
ditions are not going to allow us the luxury of fair weather 
cruising even if we should want it. Strong winds are blowing 
up at home and abroad, and even if, by God’s grace, we are 
kept clear of war, the racial and industrial tensions and 
the growing currents of self-interest are going to place ever 
increasing tests on crew and craft alike. 

Throughout 1955 there was a steady flow of news items to 
remind us that at home and overseas Toc H was still very much 
on the job in a multitude of varying activities. Amongst the 
overseas news were reports of fine progress in Singapore, of 
expansion in Uganda, of the first non-European unit in South 
Africa, and of a great Festival and Conference in Australia. 
At home it was a year of many events of both local and 
national character. Old jobs were well maintained and some 
notable ones were added to the list. As examples, we heard 
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North Wales who themselves built a Chape 
hall for their local sanatorium, and in Ilford 
the scheme for a workroom for the employment of old-age

Toc H is a movement which grew accidentally, a protest in 
simple, practical terms against the all too evident lack of 
fellowship in the world at large. That protest still needs to be 
made, for the lack of real creative fellowship is, if anything, 
greater today. Even the Churches, generally speaking, have 
not yet found the way to develop the power of fellowship to 
anything like its full potential. Congregations consist of 
people who may be known to God, but often are not particu. 
larly well known to each other. By bringing their experience 
of fellowship into their own churches Toc H members of all 
denominations enrich the quality of church life. This is one 
of the most significant contributions that Toc H can make in 
this or any generation. 

Only after Toc H had been going some time did its members 
pause to take stock and, for the sake of the record, try to 
define the nature of the society they had founded. This is an 
interesting parallel with the early Christian Church, where the 
deeds came long before the creeds. The creeds were "for the 
record", but the keynote of the first Christians was a very 
practical one : "They that do the will shall know the doctrine". 
Creeds are important, but when definitions take up more time 
and energy than demonstration things are getting somewhat 
out of focus. 

Every Toc H Branch is an independent, voluntary fellow- 
ship, bearing full responsibility for the shaping of its own 
future. It would be odd if a fellowsbip did not at some point 
enter a phase when it seemed extraordinarily difficult to stick 
to the principle of keeping the "deeds before the creeds". Did 
not James have to remind the first Christians “Ве ye doers of 


the word and not hearers only, deceiving your own selves” ? 


One affectionate critic said that if ever he looked in on his 


local Branch he usually expected to find someone leading a 
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| very solemn discussion on “What is Toc Н ?", but there was 
nothing in their fellowship that compelled him to come in, 
and no one ever captured him with an invitation to join them 
on à job. 

We might as well accept the fact that no one can put Toc H 
satisfactorily into words, but anyone can put it into practice. 
Toc H is practical and it is also personal. Most of what we 
learn of it is from studying other men's lives, not from the 
book ; the book confirms. We were drawn into Toc H by the 
sheer attractiveness of other men; We admired their charac- 
ter and conduct, we envied their sparkle, and we wanted to 
know them better that we might learn the secret of their way 
of life. Toc H is knit together by loyalties between persons, all 
of them kept true in so far as they point towards a greater 
compassing loyalty to another Person, Our Lord Himself. 
Except there be a source there can be no light and no reflec- 
tion. There is no such thing as abstract Toc H ; Toc H is all 
reflected Light and we are called to be its reflectors. 

If we take this emphasis on personal responsibility and per- 
sonal influence seriously we are doing a supremely important 
thing. The tendency of the times is quite the reverse. À head- 
mistress observed that whereas in previous generations a girl 
would say “I’m sorry I did it"; nowadays it is “I’m sorry it 
happened". People are pushing responsibility as far away 
from themselves as they can, and try to put the blame on the 
system of things, on events beyond their control, or on the 
people at the other end. Occasionally the same symptoms are 
bound to creep in on us too. Here and there a member may 
become disheartened, which leads him to accuse Toc H of 
dying. He fails to see that all that has happened is that he has 
become a bad reflector and he cannot understand that the | 
light which for the time being shines low in him is leaping | 
thrillingly to life in other men in other places. In Areas and 
Districts which are going through difficult times one invariably 
finds the members hunting feverishly for some new ‘magic 
wand' to bring about a transformation scene. They alter con- 
stitutions, change systems, and pass resolutions to change 
everything there is in Toc H except the one really important 
factor—themselves. One listens in vain for the personal note 
of penitence. We are born of a spirit, not of a system, and all 

|. the messing about with systems usually aggravates а weakness. 
The only hope is for a humble spirit which says "Create in me 
a clean heart, O God, and renew a right spirit within me".

Е a сү when such folk are brought Um P 
fellowship of а Toc H Branch where they feel safe to give 
themselves to the full in real meeting with real people. Rea} 
meeting does happen in the Branch gathering, but often it 
happens much more memorably out on a job together or in 
the privilege of visiting each others homes. Many of us would 
say that we learnt far more about Toc H in members’ homes 
than we did in our Branch meeting. The value to youngsters 
esnecially of being treated as ever-honoured guests in the 
hemes of the older members is quite incalculable. Let us 
nourish the fine Christian tradition of being “much given to 
hospitality”. | 

During 1956 we are holding a series of week-end Power 
Conferences which will be a chance for many hundreds of men 
from the Branches to meet with Central Executive members 
and other leaders from home and abroad. These will be no 
occasions for “joyless examinations of the springs of joy”, but 
real meetings between real people who want to see Toc H 
always as a very practical, very personal thing. 


And so, as we sail on into the Forties, now is the time to 
strengthen our confidence in each other, in our Toc H Family, 
and in the God who has brought us this far and given us our 
true Compass Guide. Then when hard winds come we shall 
not be taken aback, but exulting in our commission we shall 
use them to our advantage and go on to make a record run.

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The Family at Home 


The Membership.—According to Branch Rolls received the 
registered membership was 17,908, a decrease of 360 compared 
with the figure of 18,268 for the previous year. 

Toc H has been described as a ‘University of Character’, 
and it is only to be expected that besides those hundreds of 
members who are lost to us by death each year there should 
be others who, having graduated through their Toc H ехреп- 
ence, should go on from us to make their mark in other fields. 
The two aspects which still require the close attention of the 
Branches are recruitment and the painstaking transfer of 
members from one Branch strength to another when they 
remove. The comparative figures for new members, recruited 
each year over the past five years have shown a fairly steady 
downward trend from 2,060 to 1,392 in 1955. With more than 
a thousand Branches in the field it should be well within our 
capacity to climb back to the 2,000 mark, not in five years, 
but one. 


The Branches.—The number of Branches showed a slight 
decrease of 5, the total standing at 1,011 compared with 1,016 
for the previous year, and the number of groups was 48, com- 
pared with 58. The tendency over the past three years has 
been towards greater stabilisation, with fewer Branches going 
out of existence each year and fewer new ones being created. 
There were 38 new Branches in 1955 and 43 which closed 
down. 


The Staff.—During the year we welcomed Padre Sam Evans 
to the staff when he replaced Les Wheatley in South London 
Area in the summer. In September, after nearly twenty years 
on the staff as layman and padre, Norman McPherson left 
to become minister of Harrogate Congregational Church. 
Padre John Durham left West London and Surrey Areas in 
October to become Deputy Vicar to Tubby at АЦ Hallows. 
He has left the staff but has not ceased to be a colleague. The 
appointments of two part-time Mark Padres, the Rev. Oswald 
Dickenson (Newcastle), and the Rev. Richard Blake Brown 
(Bristol), terminated in December, 1955, and January, 1956, 
respectively. To all these padres we are grateful for all they 
have done and wish them well in their new work. In June, the 
Rev. Frank Glendenning was appointed to the Carver Chap- 
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opulation.

Overseas, at the end of 1955, we were very sorry to lose the 
services of Peter Seymour-Price, South Australia, and Peter 
Campbell, South Africa. Our gratitude and good wishes go 
with them. The lack of a full-time staff man in Natal has been 
covered by the welcome appearance of Vic Evans, a retired 
schoolmaster member, in a part-time capacity. 
| Tt will be seen that the number of new recruits are not keep- 
ing pace with the number who are going off the staff. The 
problem is primarily a financial one, but not entirely. We 
could do with several young recruits for a spell of home 
service before possibly going overseas. The call from the 
Dominions for home-trained men, both padre and lay. is con- 
tinual and as the work out there involves much travelling it 
is natural that the preference should be for young, unmarried 
um ДЕ uP Ше Е and Ше home leaders that we 
телу е ВЕ a uy of ‘picking the winners’ who will 
жи Bs a E a и. of full-time staff.

tentially valuable contacts with th 
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£2,400 to add to the cheque for £10,000 which he had already 
received in November from City friends to help towards the 
transfer of Toc H Headquarters to Tower Hill. 

Much hard work and research has not yet brought us to the 
point where we can say with certainty how it will be possible 
for the transfer to take place, but with many friends to advise 
us and much goodwill, we are confident that we shall be guided 
to а happy solution. 

Meanwhile, All Hallows grows more lovely as the work of 
rebuilding continues, and 1957 may well see the Church com- 
plete and in full use again. 

Тве Schools.—The increase in the number of affiliated 
schools continues. Last year it rose by 19 to 176. The Schools 
Secretary visited 41 schools during the year and others were 
visited by Агеа staff or local members. The field is wide open 
for local initiative and, as the affiliations increase, more and 
more responsibility will have to be shouldered by Areas and 
local Branches. Boys have shown far more interest in seeing 

í Toc H in action than in simply being talked to about it. A 
successful Schools Week was held in London during the Easter 
holiday, taking boys from ten different schools from as far 
apart as Eastbourne and Macclesfield. Two similar weeks are 
planned for 1956. 

A working arrangement has been arrived at with the Student 
Christian Movement in Schools whereby the co-operation of 
Toc H is available to S.C.M. groups in schools which are 
seeking ways of expressing their Christianity in terms of prac- 
tical service. It is hoped that a talk about Toc H will be 
included in the programme of many such groups and a num- 
ber of talks have been given already. Where Christian discus- 
sion groups are wanted within schools and Toc H is 
approached about it, it is agreed that in the first instance the 
formation of an S.C.M. group shall be suggested. 

The Marks.—Once again we would record our deep appre- 
ciation to the Honorary Wardens of our Marks for the way they 
have kept the spirit and the mixture of their teams up to a 
very high level. The housekeepers too deserve our thanks for 
the prudent planning which has kept the index at a reasonably 
low level despite the general rise in cost of living. 

Out of a total number of beds available of 487 the average 
occupied has been 445. A sudden drop in residents in one or 
two provincial Marks brought this figure down considerably, 
but new intakes have since improved the position.

Whilst we are bound to contend with Ше problem of ageq 
buildings it would be wrong to think that our strategy is wholly 
defensive. We are aware that there are many cities in the 
United Kingdom where a good Toc H Mark would play an 
important part. Wherever local drive and initiative is manifest 
the Central Houses Committee will not be slow to respond 
but it has to be stressed that the main weight of money-raising 
is always bound to be a local responsibility. 

The bright interiors of many of our Marks and the good 

appearance of their gardens is evidence of the keen spare-time 
activities of the Marksmen, and for that we are grateful. 
The Old House.—Year by year the Old House in Poperinge 
increases its circle of enthusiasts by several hundred. It is 
inevitably a snowball process, for enthusiasm is infectious 
As the process continues (and 1956 already should be even 
more fertile than 1955) we believe that the influence and 
inspiration of the Upper Room will seep into the Movement 
as a regenerating force of great potency. So often men and 
women declare that in Talbot House they have caught a 
vision of the true nature of Toc H for the first time. We owe 
much to our old friends at Poperinge and to the Honorary 
Wardens who do duty there during the summer months.

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given by Professor E. G. Bowen at the Festival Evening 
gathering at the Royal Albert Hall in April, and Rediscover- 
ing Toc H, an illustrated booklet of Mayne Elson's articles 
reprinted from the Toc Н JOURNAL, The Theme of the Vigil, 
prepared by Rex Calkin to help all those participating in the 
1955. World Chain of Light and Vigil, was widely used and 
welcomed and will undoubtedly be used far beyond its original 
purpose. For the sixth successive year we have published the 
Toc H Annual, a volume printed in Braille for blind members 
and friends. The Toc H Diary once again met a real need. 

REPRINTS.—During the year further reprintings were neces- 
sary of Toc H Today, The Story of Toc Н, Toc H Defined, and 
Captain Liddell Hart's pamphlet А Guide to Living. А 
revised edition of A Pocketful of Prayers is in the course of 
preparation. 

PENDING.—Under the provisional title of Talbot House to 
Tower Hill, Padre John Durham has been compiling an 
anthology of Tubby's writings. 

CHRISTMAS CARDS.—Our 1955 Christmas Cards met with 
whole-hearted approval, the stock of all three designs being 
completely sold out. 

New FoRuM.—Under lain Fraser’s able editorship this 
stimulating quarterly, now in its tenth year, reports an increase 
in subscribers but still requires to become more widely known 
and supported both within and beyond the Movement. 

Firm Srrip.—During the year our second Film Strip 
The Old House, a pictorial visit to Poperinge and Ypres, has 
made a welcome appearance in Branches at home and overseas. 

FirM.—The production of a twenty-minute film that could 
be widely used as an introduction to the Movement has not 
yet passed the planning stage, but as we go to press there are 
high hopes that 1956 will see its fulfilment. 

RECORDER.— The purchase of a Tape Recorder has enabled 
some interesting experiments to be made, and besides begin- 
ning to build up a library of familiar voices, exchanges of 
recordings have been arranged, notably with overseas Areas. 


The Women’s Association.—The strong bonds of affection 
between ourselves and the Women's Association were well 
maintained during the year, both in the field and at our res- 
pective headquarters.

Central Revenue Committee has produced a booklet called 
The Case for Toc H and it is hoped that this will be used to 
good advantage in our revenue work throughout the country. | 


The Family Overseas 


The long list of signatures in the Overseas Office Visitors’ 
Book shows that once again we have been able to welcome 
many members from Toc H in every part of the world. 
Included among them were Sir Robert Tredgold, our Hon. 
Commissioner for Central Africa, who made a welcome con- 
tribution to our April Festival, and Patrick Moxey, Hon. 
Commissioner in Argentina. Several Toc H members from 
this country have managed to call in on Toc H Branches 
during their travels abroad. Sir Giles Squire visited Toc H 
in Uganda and Rhodesia, and Miss Macfie toured South 
America.

New Zealand.— The need in New Zealand is for a full-time 
staff-man, and already the members are setting about raising 
the wherewithal to make this possible. Jack Davies, formerly 
full-time Dominion Secretary, who recently handed over 
to Pat Jaques after several valuable years as Hon. Dominion 
Secretary, summarised the situation as follows : 


While Toc H (out here) is small it does have a certain amount of 
life about it, which justifies the optimism I hold for its future success. 
We have a tremendous amount of support from all over the Dominion, 
both in official and unofficial places. We have many friends who are 
keen that we, who are in the midst of things, shall succeed. We do 
really have a very great heritage of friendship behind us, and in the 
Movement we still have men of ability who can give us the lead we 
need. Meanwhile we have a number of worthwhile jobs under weigh 
which take our time and manpower, so that the work still goes on. 
Looking back over the past six years of Toc H in New Zealand, I can 
See some sign that we have stabilised the situation in the present 
Branches (nine of them) and while the hoped-for extension has not 
yet come it can't be really far away.

Canada.—The news of the starting of a new group а! 
Vermilion (Alberta) was the first sign of breaking hee prend 
for several years. In general the situation remains static and 
is not likely to change until we are able to put a full-time 
Canadian staff man into the field. 

Brazil.—The Branch at Morro Velho—a mining centre in 
the heart of Brazil—whose numbers have been gradually 
dwindling over the years, has at last had to close down. On 
Us oe hand a new group has started promisingly at São 

aulo. 

Argentina.—The House in Buenos Aires at Chacabuco 723 
has finally been sold and has not as yet been replaced. The 
change in the political situation has not been without effect on 
the Toc H family out there and recent reports have shown a 
more hopeful attitude to the future, 

India.—The Family in India still continues to make a dis- 
tinctive contribution and the work of the “village wings” is 
watched with special interest. There are now strong hopes of 
our being able to send a padre from this country to India for 
two years in order to help develop the work, to encourage a 
fresh infusion of European interest, and to seek out an Indian 
member for training as his eventual successor. 

Singapore.—Talbot House Singapore continues full and 
active in many ways. The House has a steady stream of 
Servicemen on leave, who take up every bed available for 
them, and there has been some interesting work among the 
Chinese Christian community. The new group at the Naval 
Base is going strong. 

Uganda.—The work of Charles Potts, Hon. Commissioner, 
and Aggrey Willis has been planned with a clear eye to the 
main strategy and has yielded good results. Concentration on 
Makerere College and on the Engineering School at Kampala, 
which received its Lamp from the Governor in December, has 
now been extended to a Divinity School for African students. 
Two other groups, Naguru and Mengo, have also been formed. 
There have been some notable examples of Africans and 
Europeans combining publicly on Toc H jobs and a Toc H 
pick-and-shovel brigade, including the Bishop in its ranks, is 
reported to have made a deep impression in more ways than 
one!

The Services 


The work of our Services Clubs at home and abroad was 
well maintained during the year. Various changes of location 
took place. The Club at Fanara, Canal Zone, closed with the 
departure of British troops, but in October Frank Coleman- 
Cross moved over to Cyprus and soon opened up a new Talbot 
House in Nicosia where much good work has already been 
done despite the current difficulties of the Cyprus situation. 
This venture owes much to a visit from Colonel W. R. Elliot, 
Chairman of our Overseas Panel, and to the generous collabo- 
ration of the Army, particularly the Senior Chaplain. 


The Little Bay Leave Centre at Gibraltar closed down in 
March, but Jock Brown, with much generous backing from the 
Army, was able to transfer his activities to premises on the

In Germany troop redeployments brought about the closing 
of our Club at Bad Salzufien in September and the opening of 
a new Club in Paderborn in November.

Talbot House Seafaring Club for Boys, Southampton, has 
had another good year, receiving generous support from many 
well-wishers and from King George’s Fund for Sailors. The 
Club owes much to Vice-Admiral Sir Geoffrey Blake as 
Chairman of the local Committee. We greatly regret that 
removal to London has compelled him to retire from the 
Chairmanship but we welcome in Commander F. G. Wynne 
one whom we are sure will prove a worthy successor. 


Tom and Rosamund Davison have now completed their 
first year at Wendover. It has been a year of much reorganisa- 
tion and there are now real signs of progress. Once again we 
have had reason to be grateful to the R.A.F. for continuing 
their substantial financial support.

NET ÍNCREASE in expenditure ... 


There has been no increase in staff and the increase in 
salaries is due to a revision of salary scales in May, 1954. 
The increase of £1,300 in Staff Benefit and Pension Scheme is 
brought about by the need to make more adequate provision 
for these purposes. Marks repairs and renewals cost £10,443, 
of which! £8,500 was charged against Marks revenue, £1,500 
against the general Income and Expenditure Account and the 
balance against reserve account on the Balance Sheet.

The reduction in income from Members is disappointing, 
We had hoped for a steady increase year by year, and we still 
hope for Шаг, Members' attention is drawn to the information 
on page xxvii which gives some indication of our weak spots 
and how easily most of them could be dealt with. The fall in 
the profit on sale of publications is largely due to the increased 
cost of printing which so far as the Journal goes is not passed 
on to readers by way of increased subscription. The non- 
recurrence of a B.B.C. Appeal needs no explanation, but many 
people who responded in 1954 have repeated their donations 
in 1955. The net proceeds of the Toc Н Development Appeal 
have now been removed from the year's revenue account and 
appear "below the line", offsetting to a great extent the deficit 
for the year. It may be remembered that this appeal was 
intended to provide money for new development but, with the 
organiser's approval, it has in the past been used to help meet 
costs of existing commitments. It has been removed from the 
year's account in order to show by how much the income 
from the Family and from normal appeal sources falls short 
of our current expenditure. 


, The increases in income are a welcome sight. Donations 
include a most generous gift of £1,000 from Mrs. H. B. 
Ellison, a loyal member of Toc Н Women's Association Юг 
шапу years, and it is good to see once again the profit on the 
Painting Exhibition organised for Toc H by Mrs. Rex Benson. 
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_ The Marks Account shows a deficit of £336 in spite of an 
increase in weekly charges operating from April, 1955. This 
was brought about by the sudden departure of a number of 
Marksmen from four Marks for a period of eight or nine 
weeks during the summer, a drop in numbers much higher 
than during the same period in 1954 or in previous years. We 
must also face the fact that an ever increasing cost of living, 
together with the heavy maintenance costs of old properties 
and high costs of renewing equipment have made the financing 
of Marks a very serious and difficult problem, which is 


receiving the urgent attention of a special Committee at the 
moment these notes are written. 


The Services Fund Account is slightly better than in 1954. 
The only change in our "spheres of influence" is the transfer 
of Coleman Cross from the Canal Zone to Cyprus. It will be 
noted that the Services Fund investments have been written 
down to market values as they are current assets on which we 
are drawing year by year to finance our work. 


The investments on the general account have not been 
written down but reference to the list of investments on page 
xxxv discloses the heavy depreciation which they have suffered 
as the result of the general economic situation of the country. 
Further depreciation can be expected until the causes of infla- 
tion from which we suffer have been removed. 


The other major change in the Balance Sheet is the receipt 
of £7,316 legacies during the year which are included in 
*Special items £8,016" in the Capital Account. These are 
listed with others received during the last three years on page 
xxxiii of this report. They include £3,000 received (out of 
а £4,000 legacy) from the Estate of the late Wilfrid Wills 
which has been tentatively earmarked towards the cost of a 
new Mark in Bristol to replace Mark IX, now closed down. 
We are grateful to Small Heath Branch in the West Midlands 
Area who made a contribution, out of a legacy which they 
had received, of £2,000 towards the salary of a full time 
Padre for the Area. This gift is included in the item under 
Donations Unexpended of £7,171 "Other Funds". 


There is one other aspect of our finances and work which 
must be mentioned. In the last Annual Report we asked 
Branch Treasurers to submit their accounts to their Area 
Treasurers together with a list of gifts to other organisations 
and a brief statement of jobs undertaken. This information
